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THE GIFT OF PROPHECY (65 Geser 


(Article II) 


To better understand the operations 
of this blessed gift in the Church, let 
us examine some of its operations, as 
shown us by the Scriptures. 


1. IN THE LAYMAN—THE AVERAGE 
CHURCH MEMBER 


In that great chapter on proper 
conduct in church services, 1 Cor. 14, 
Paul tells us, “When ye come together, 
every one (each one) of you hath a 
psalm, hath a doctrine, hath a tongue, 
hath a revelation, hath an interpre- 
tation. Let all things be done unto 
edifying,” 1 Cor. 14:26. That he is re- 
ferring to a church service is made 
clear in the preceding verses when he 
Says (v. 23), “If therefore the whole 
church be come together in one 
place.” And in verse 29, continuing 
his teachings on the conduct of 
church services, he says, “Let the 
PROPHETS speak two or three,” and 
in verse 31 he says, “Ye may ALL 
PROPHESY one by one.” Clearly, Paul 
expected that when “the whole 
church be come together in one 
place,” everyone should take part 
with psalms, doctrines, tongues, in- 
terpretations, revelations, prophecies, 
etc. It was much like what we today 
call our “testimony service.” God 
grant that we may have more of these 
services, that we might participate 
with the enthusiasm of these early 
Christians, and that the gifts might 
be as fully manifest. The writer was 
privileged to be in just such a service 
recently in Cocoanut Grove, Florida, 
and its memory shall long remain 
with me. 


One preacher said that as a boy he 
used to line up a row of corncobs and 
preach to them, and that sometimes 
he felt that he was still preaching to 
a row of dead, dried-up corncobs. Not 
only the ministry, but the pew, is 
often in need of a new unction from 
on high. 

A prayed-up prayer meeting and 
testimony service is well cultivat@ 
ground in which the gift of prophecy 
may spring up in glorious and very 
edifying bloom. Such a prophecy is 
nothing more than a divinely inspired 
testimony, and nothing in the serv- 
ice is greater, or brings more lasting 
results. Have you ever felt an un- 

sual blessing or anointing, you rose 

testify, and after you were through 
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you were astounded at yourself, and 
wondered what you really had said? 
You were prophesying, or speaking by 
divine inspiration. “For it is not you 
that speak, but the Spirit of your 
Father which speaketh in you,” Matt. 
10:20. 

Have you ever been in Spirit-filled 
meetings, where such _ testimonies 
came forth, that the whole place was 
charged with His glory and presence? 
Truly this is the Spirit of prophecy 
operating in the church in the “Ye 
may ALL prophesy” group. The same 
unction often comes upon the indivi- 
dual in giving a testimony to a loved 
one or a lost soul. This blessed mani- 
festation of prophecy flowers best in 
an atmosphere of prayer, praise, and 
holy living. That the person (instru- 
ment) through which the prophecy, 
or any gift of the Spirit, is manifest 
is not of necessity a perfect being, is 
clearly shown by the Word. The Scrip- 
tures are sprinkled with examples of 
imperfect vessels which God used as 
instruments of prophetic utterances, 
such as Peter (Matt. 16:16, 17) and 
even to Balaam’s ass. But that the one 
who is used in public manifestations 
should strive toward a holy life, is also 
clearly set forth in the Word of God. 
(See Eph. 4:29-32.) This was clearly 
explained in the writer’s articles on 
the “Gifts of Tongues and Interpre- 
tation” appearing in these pages a 
couple of years ago. Sufficient at this 
time to repeat but one _ illustration 
used at that time: The traveler on 
the western highways of the United 
States, through the mountains, has 
seen the sign “Pure mountain spring 
water 300 yards ahead,” has pulled 
off the highway at the designated 
spot, and has found what he may 
term the sweetest, coolest, purest 
mountain water he ever tasted. Yet 
it flows from a mountain of dirt and 
reaches his cup through a rusty pipe! 
Though we be but “rusty pipes,” 
thank God He can bring forth pure 
streams of living water through us. 

John 11:38, “He that believeth on 
me, as the scripture hath said, out of 
his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water.” “But this spake he of the Spi- 
rit,’ V. 39. When such an anointing 
comes upon us we feel like the speaker 
in Job 32:18, 19, “For I am full of mat- 
ter, the Spirit within me constraineth 
me. Behold, my belly is as wine which 
hath no vent; it is ready to burst like 


new bottles.” When we get that full we 
must speak or burst. 

We are urged to “covet to proph- 
esy,” and I would urge the laity of the 
church to seek afresh the edifying 
glories of the prophetic unction in 
your testimony or lay sermon. 


2. THE GIFT OF PROPHECY 
IN THE PULPIT. 


Jesus gathered up the wormwood 
and the driftwood and converted it 
into hardwood, and from that He has 
built His ministry! Few of the great 
Pentecostal ministers, pastors, and 
evangelists of this great latter-rain 
Pentecostal outpouring have been 
chosen from among the captains and 
the generals of the ministry. Jesus 
has picked up our SONS and our 
DAUGHTERS, our SERVANTS and 
our HANDMAIDENS, has filled them 
with His Spirit, and with them has 
swept 25,000,000 souls or more into the 
kingdom. 

The Pentecostal minister MUST 
preach by divine inspiration. It was 
in this atmosphere that his congre- 
gation was born, and it is in this at- 
mosphere that they must live. A 
trout cannot live in a goldfish bowl, 
because he was born in moving, stir- 
ring, bubbling waters, full of contin- 
uously changing fresh air, and the 
dead, airless bowl soon suffocates him. 
The holiness Christian, born in a sup- 
ercharged, Holy Ghost revival, will 
literally suffocate to death in the 
dead atmosphere of uninspired sing- 
ing and preaching. Some ministers 
preach the gospel as straight asa 
rifle barrel, but as dry as last year’s 
bird nest—and just about as full of 
life! 

Pentecost wil lonly be kept alive by 
dwelling in the atmosphere in which 
it was born—godly preaching, con- 
ceived in the womb of travailing 
prayer, and delivered through empty, 
clean, and sanctified vessels, unob- 
structed by self or sin. 

Prophecy in the ministry may be 
divided into two general ministra- 
tions: that of the teaching ministry 
and that of the evangelistic minis- 
try. We will deal with the teaching 
ministry under the subject of teach- 
ers. Prophecy in the evangelistic min- 
istry is pronounced, whether the min- 
istry is actually an evangelist or an 
evangelistic pastor. The teacher pos-

Crime Facts From F.B.I. 
Washington, D. C., Sept 8: The 
F. B. 1., with data from more than 
half the law enforcement agencies in 









the forty-eight states, has these facts: 

“Offenses known to the police” in- 
creased 2 per cent in 1944 over 1943. 
For the first six months of 1945 there 
has been an increase of 8.4 per cent 
over the same 1944 period in 392 cities. 

The 270,739 persons arrested and 
fingerprinted in the first half of 1945 
accounted for a 14.2 per cent increase. 
Male arrests went up in 15.3 per cent; 
female arrests, 8.3 per cent. 

Juvenile crime showed a decided 
upcurve. For the first time since na- 
tional collection of this data began in 
1932, boys of seventeen made up the 
largest criminal age group. The most 
troublesome female age was twenty- 
two. 

Persons under twenty-one totaled 
21.4 per cent of all those arrested and 
fingerprinted. They made up 39.6 per 
cent of all persons charged with 
crimes against property. 

There was a 9.8 per cent increase in 
arrest of males under twenty-one, but 
the arrests of females under twenty- 
one declined by 5.4 per cent. : 

About 82 per cent of all persons 
charged with violations during 1944 
were found guilty, as against 80 per 
cent in 1943. 

In the January-June period of 1945 
as against those months of 1944, 
murder went up 4.3 per cent; rape, 9 
per cent; robbery, 10 per cent; 
aggravated assault, 11.3 per cent; 
burglary, 12.1 per cent; larceny, 7.9 
per cent, and auto theft, 4.6 per cent. 

Increases in value of property stol- 
en were found to be: robbery 59 
per cent; burglary 32.1 per cent; lar- 
ceny 20.7 per cent, and auto theft 11.1 
per cent. 
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The Mystery of the Godhead, or Trinity 


We want you to know that we do 
not claim to have a complete under- 
standing of God, or to give an analysis 
of the Deity, and I believe I can be 
safe in saying, that there isn’t a 
human being that has such an un- 
derstanding. As we have said, we 
have searched everything, and read 
everything we could get on the doc- 
trine of “Jesus Only,” and likewise 
on the doctrine of the Trinity, and 
we want to take this in a reason- 
ing way, as God has said in Isa. 1: 18, 
“Come now, let us reason together, 
saith the Lord.” 


I want to quote what Job said, Job 
11:7-9, “Canst thou by searching find 
out God? Canst thou find out the 
Almighty unto perfection? It is as 
high as heaven; what canst thou 
know? The measure thereof is longer 
than the earth, and broader than the 
sea.” Then in the apostle Paul’s writ- 
ing, in Rom. 11:33, “O the depth of 
the riches both of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God! how unsearchable 
are his judgments, and his ways past 
finding out.” I do thank God that He 
has given us sufficient knowledge of 
Him to enable us to rightly serve Him. 


Here is one important thing, or 
distinction to be made that while God 
(as these scriptures so plainly state) 
is incomprehensible to us, yet we can 
truly know Him as our God. The 
Bible so truly tells us how we can 
know Him, and Jesus prayed, in St. 
John 17:3, “And this is life eternal, 
that they may know thee the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ whom thou 
hast sent.” Upon this, with many 
other scriptures, our hope, our peace, 
our aim, and our eternal life; in fact, 
may I say here (if not putting it too 
strong), all of our spiritual benefits 
depend on our knowledge of God the 
Father, and Jesus Christ, His Son, as 
so stated in John 17:3. 

It is our sincere desire that this 
message may be a blessing to every one 
that reads it. 


We know that the doctrine of the 
Trinity teaches that God is one God, 
and I might say here that many 
people who try to deny the doctrine 
of the Trinity, use principally the Old 
Testament to prove their argument, 


estament is the God of the Old Tes- 
tament, failing to realize that the Son 


@:: say that Jesus Christ of the New 
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of God has always been co-existent 
with God; therefore, they say, or ask 
the question, and answer it this way, 
“Who is Jesus of the New Testament? 
He is God of the Old Testament.” 


When one picks up the Bible and 
begins to read, beginning at Matthew 
and reading on through the New Tes- 
tament to the close of Revelation, one 
can clearly see that the New Testa- 
ment teaches a triune God. We find, 
while it had never become a doctrine 
of the early church, simply because 
there was no need for such a doctrine, 
and, as we have just stated, the New 
Testament plainly shows that the 
doctrine of the Trinity was generally 
accepted by all Christians until the 
third century, about 312 A. D. history 
tells us that at this time the Church 
began to apostatize and many fell 
away from the true faith. Then there 
arose a doctrine against the Trinity, 
therefore it was necessary to safe- 
guard the doctrine of the Church, and 
I believe history states that it was a 
man by the name of Tertullian who 
first wrote on the subject, and used 
the term “Trinity.” History also 
states that a council of bishops met 
at Nice (about A. D. 325), but some- 
time prior to this time there arose 
Sabellius and Paul of Samosta who 
began a heresy, refusing to recognize 
the Father separate from the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost. We find that 
this new doctrine was condemned by 
the Church, therefore made very little 
progress thereafter and seemingly 
died away. 

There is one thing I want you to 
know, that in these last days, when 
so many different doctrines have 
sprung up for no other purpose than 
to block the unity of the people of 
God, this old Sabellian heresy (I call 
it) Has been resurrected, and instead 
of their calling it the name that it is, 
they have dressed it up in a different 
cloak, named it a name which has 
an appealing name — “New Light.” 
Doesn’t that sound appealing? Well, 
it is “Jesus Only,” “Oneness.” This 
doctrine teaches that Jesus is God, 
and also the Holy Ghost, for they ask 
the question, “Who is God?” Answer, 
“Jesus.” “Who is the Holy Ghost?” 
“Jesus.” This is no new light, but 


only a revival of the old Sabellian 
heresy. 

I want to call your attention to 
some scriptures in the Old Testament 
in regard to unity, before we take up 
the personality of the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost. 

We have learned men who have 
made a study of Greek, Hebrew, etc., 
and I believe they know what they are 
talking about. Deut. 6:4, “Hear, O 
Israel: The Lord our God is one Lord.” 
This verse seems to be a blow to the 
the doctrine of the Trinity, but these 
brethren tell me that the word “God” 
in this verse is taken from the plural 
form Elohim. The Hebrew word for 
“one” here is the numeral word 
“echad,” which means unity or com- 
pound unity. 

All right, if the Hebrew word 
“echad” means unity, or compound 
unity, the first scripture I want to 
call your attention to is Gen. 1:5, 
“And the evening and the morning 
were the first day.” The word here 
for “one” is “echad” and you can see 
that it denotes a compound unity. 
“Why?” you ask. Because it takes the 
two parts, the evening and the morn- 
ing to make the one day. 

Turn with me to another scripture 
which we believe will be plainer to 
anyone, found in Gen. 2:24, “There- 
fore shall a man leave his father and 
his mother, and shall cleave unto his 
wife: and they shall be one flesh.” 
Here again is the same thing; it takes 
two, the man and the woman, to make 
one. 

You know that man and wife are 
known as one, not only in this scrip- 
ture, but it is an expression that 
holds good throughout the entire 
Bible. You know by common reason 
that it doesn’t mean that they become 
the same person. You may ask then, 
What? It means that their interests 
have become the same: that they will 
work jointly with the same motive in 
view; they will strive together with a 
united effort and purpose, so it is a 
compound unity, or if you want to 
call it, “two in one.” Doesn’t that 
sound logical? Sure, that is right. 

I want to call your attention to one 
more scripture or two. Let’s look at 
Judges 20:11, “So all the men of Israel 
were gathered against the city, knit 
together as one man.” If you will

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Evemplars of Excellence 


CHARLES W. CONN 


1 Timothy 4:12, “Let no man despise 
thy youth; but be thou an example of 
the believers ...” 


Paul knew men. He understood their 
whims and their prejudices—he knew 
the reasoning of the human mind. He 
knew that young men are disdained 
and held in contempt by their elders 
—until they have proved their mettle. 
He knew that Timothy could not be a 
leader of men by being merely another 
of the believers, but that he, being a 
young man, must be an example 
of the believers. Paul knew that older 
minds would revolt against a young 
leader until he emerged, by trial and 
deed, a paragon of the believers. He 
knew that a young man cannot be 
mediocre—he must be either exemp- 
plary or obscure. 

From the time Paul wrote these 
words to this time of their repetition, 
the circumstances have not changed. 
Older men are still prone to shrug 
from their minds the suggestions of 
young men; still apt to laugh at their 
grandiose dreams; still inclined to re- 
gard young men with an air of mixed 
tolerance and pity. Paul exhorted 
Timothy to conduct himself in such 
an honorable manner that “no man 
despise thy youth.” How wonderfully 
understanding of Paul. He did not use 
those insulting words, “Oh, you’ll grow 
up some day.” Nor did he say, “We do 
not expect as much from you as we do 
older men—we realize you are young!” 
No, Paul was too noble to say things 
like that. He spoke the very words 
that a mettlesome youth wants to 
hear; “...be THOU an EXAMPLE ...” 
He wanted Timothy to realize that he 
would not be readily accepted, unless 
he displayed a commanding grace, 
and a convincing ability. Yet Paul 
stressed the fact that a young person 
can be as spiritual as a more mature 
person. How wonderfully inspiring 
were: his words. Young people do not 
want pity, they want confidence; they 
do not want you to make excuses for 
them, they want you to expect some- 
thing from them; they want no 
favors, but they do want recog- 
nition: they want to prove that they 
can be examplars of excellence. 


ZEAL TO EXCEL 


The ambition to excel is not a sin— 
it is a virtue. Verily, it is a dishonor to 
be mediocre when it is possible to be 
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magnanimous. Did not Paul himself 
direct the Corinthians to “seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the 
church”? 1 Cor. 14:12. Again, did he 
not praise the lofty desire of a man 
that aspires to be a bishop—and he 
immediately set forth the exact de- 
mands of such an honorable position. 
(1 Tim. 3:1) Dare to excel— for, by 
your excelling, others are blessed also. 
The cost of excelling is great. No one 
can wile away his time, or be slothful 
in business, or evade responsibilities, 
or blench from suffering, or refuse to 
sacrifice, if he would attain the sta- 
ture of excellence. Paul became an ex- 
ample of ministers because of his 
courage in facing danger and his in- 
tegrity in all circumstances. Read 2 
Cor. 11: 22-28 and you will discover 
the price Paul paid for his niche in 
the annals of Christendom, and his 
undying remembrance in the hearts 
of good men. Excelling is not in wist- 
ful dreaming: it is in creative doing! 


HUMBLENESS 


“Let no man despise thy youth!” 
There must be a cause when older 
men despise their juniors. Is it because 
some young men do not have the equi- 
librium to meet success with a sane 
and thankful heart? Is it because 
some cannot succeed in the slightest 
measure without becoming haughty 
and intolerable? Paul warned that a 
novice should not become a bishop, 
“lest being lifted up with pride he fall 
into the condemnation of the devil.” 
It must be admitted that nothing is 
more revolting than to see a person 


that is not intelligent enough to know 
that all his success comes from God. 
Nothing so nauseates as the young 
man that onsiders himself the bless- 
ing of God to the Church—or, frankly, 
“the biggest pebble on the beach.” 


Of course you preached a good ser- 
mon—GOD ANOINTED YOU! Cer- 
tainly the revival was great—GOD 
CONVICTED AND SAVED SOULS be- 
cause (you?) PRAYED! Yes, you do 
have a large church—YOUR OVER- 
SEER HAD CONFIDENCE IN YOU: do 
not betray it! Sure, the people love 
you—-THEY CONSIDER YOU A HUM- 
BLE MAN OF GOD! That’s right, the 
person was healed when you prayed— 
CAN GOD USE YOU AGAIN? Go on! 
Work and pray and study! Try! Excel! 
Find a place for yourself at the very 
top of the ladder. But remember that 
only GOD can put you there to stay. 


When David had killed Goliath, and 
the women of Israel sang their eulo- 
gies of his might, he did not become 
vainglorious, and swagger about the 
town in self-acknowledged import- 
ance. He did not boast because he had 
done something that the old experi- 
enced soldiers (even the great king!) 
were afraid to do. He knew Who it was 
that really killed the giant: GOD. How 
did success affect David? 1 San. 18:14, 
“And David behaved himself very 
wisely in all his ways; and the Lord 
was with him.” What was the effect of 
David’s humility? “Saul ...was afraid 
of him.” He knew that a humble man 
of God is unconquerable. “But all 
Israel and Judah loved David ...” He 
was the kind of.example they wanted 
to follow: able and confident, but 
humble and respectful. He was an ex- 
emplar of excellence.

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Church Members .. . 


“Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular,” 1 Cor. 
12:27. Church members, because of 
their attitude and actions, can be 
placed in several different categories, 


such as nonattending, uninformed, 
nonsupporting, etc. 
When members first begin to 


Slacken in their attendance, when 
they do go back to services they feel 
that they owe the pastor an apology, 
and many times they will go to him 
and tell him that they did not get to 
attend the last few services but their 
spirits were there. We are sure it does 
not help a pastor’s inspiration to 
preach to a house full of spirits, be- 
cause he cannot see them, and they 
are not worth anything when an 
offering is taken. And the influence 
of the church suffers from the non- 
attending members, because it gives 
the lie to the pastor’s message if he 
preaches the truth. 

The uninformed members, who take 
no interest in the teachings of the 
church, will soon become weak and 
sickly, and the church cannot prosper 
with dull minds, who have neither 
knowledge nor vision. 

Then there is the nonsupporting 
members. A church is strong or feeble 
in proportion to its supporting mem- 
bers. When is a member not a mem- 
ber? When he is a nonsupporting 
member. And this does not mean 
money alone. Members are needed 
for their spiritual value. Gideon’s 
three hundred were stronger than the 
thirty-two thousand, because there 
was unity among the three hundred. 

Inconsistent members drag heavily 
on the influence of the church. Some 
people take the poorest specimen for 
an excuse, and claim that they block 
the door for them. Pretenders do 
weaken the influence of the church. 
He who professes with his lips and 
fails to practice with his life; a be- 
liever on Sunday, an infidel on Mon- 
day; praises God in the meeting place, 
and profanes His name in the mar- 
ket place, is a stumbling block and a 
rock of offense. These inconsistencies 
speak so loud that the world cannot 
hear what the church says. 

We sing, “Like a mighty army 
moves the Church of God,” but un- 
like a mighty army the church is 
made up of volunteers who are per- 
mitted to do much as they please. 
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There are no conscripts; slackers are 
never disciplined; sleepers are never 
court-martialed; traitors are never 
shot. Disobedience is seldom consid- 
ered a serious offense. After all, the 
church is a human institution that 
must depend for its strength on the 
virtues of its members. All the prom- 
ises of God are hers, but only in pro- 
portion to her sincerity and faithful- 
ness can these be realized. “God re- 
sisteth the proud, but giveth grace to 
the humble.” 


We can begin to see how serious this 
matter is when we realize that nearly 
half the population of the United 
States are members of some church, 
and yet only 8 per cent of the popula- 
tion attend church services Sunday 
morning, and less than 3 per cent 
attend on Sunday night. There is 
almost $2,000,000,000 spent each year 
for cigarettes. In the year 1943 there 
was $6,000,000,000 spent for liquors 
and wines. In the “old days” there 
were 178,000 saloons, and now there 
are nearly 500,000. We have 440,000 
girls in college, while 1,350,000 attend 
the bar. People spend eight times 
more hours at movies than at Sun- 
day School. As a nation, we spend 
$750 on pleasures, cosmetics, and 
amusements, to every dollar given to 
foreign missions. So, if we are mem- 
bers of the church, we should be good 
members, willing to accept our 
separate responsibilities. 


Many of the different church organ- 
izations take more interest in the 
clubs and socials in their churches 
than they do in revivals, and as a 
result revivals are over in many 
churches. Many ministers are hire- 
lings who do not preach against sin 
any more. They are afraid to preach 
the truth lest their congregation be- 
come offended. Everyone is declared 
to be a child of God, and only need 
church membership to fit them for 
heaven. Churches entertain a few 
women and fewer men. Old time con- 
versions are a memory. Children are 
“drafted” into the church to make 
a show in membership, while the world 
flames with hatred evidenced by the 
terrible war that has just ended, prob- 
ably temporarily. 

If we have God’s favor, and His 
power in our lives and in our preach- 
ing, then we must obey God. We must 


preach a positive gospel, and we must 
oppose false doctrine. More spiritual 
power is needed, and spiritual power 
is more than physical energy. It is 
good to be blessed with a strong body 
and lungs, and a good personality may 
help, but the power of personality is 
not the power of the Spirit. A man 
may have “a strong intellect,” “an 
excellent memory,” a vivid imagina- 
tion,” “a systematic mind,” and “the 
gift of gab,” and not have God. Oh 
how little power the most of us have! 
Powerless services, with so little of 
God, and so much human. No power 
to refresh the saints. No power to 
put Holy Ghost conviction on the un- 
saved. No power to pray seekers 
through when they come to the altar. 
Read Psalm 66:3. No power to 
keep folks from backsliding. No won- 
der James said, “Cleanse your hands, 
ye sinners; and purify your hearts, 
ye double-minded.” We hold to too 
many things that keep us shorn of 
the power of God. 

There is a way of victory, but it is 
a hard way, and it is also a glorious 
way. “Can ye not watch with me 
one hour?”—Jesus.

sesseS a reasuiuus :iinistry, appealing 
- primarily to the faculties of reason. 
The evangelist appeals to the emo- 
tions. His is an emotional ministry 
and message. It is the blessed privi- 
lege of the prophet often to feel and 
to interpret to the people the very 
emotions of God. It is a blest and 
blessed ministry. 

._He speaks mightily with seeming 
ease, and without much evident prep- 
aration. The Word is the Sword of 
} the Spirit, and he lets the Spirit wield 
’ the Sword. But let this never be an 
excuse for laziness, or he wili find his 
well dried up, and norains in sight. 
It is true that he speaks by inspira- 
tion, but the Spirit can’t inspire an 
empty head. The true prophetic evan- 
gelist speaks by seemingly easy in- 
spiration because he has drawn from 
the wells of perspiration. He proph- 
esies according to the measure of 
faith (Rom. 12:6), and the yardstick 
of his faith is his Bible study, prayer 
life, and holy consecration. 

Clean, pure, and refreshing as a 
mountain stream is the ministry of 
the evangelist. How mightily he stirs 
us, how completely he measures us, 
for his is the Sword of the Spirit, 
and through there are a million per- 
sonalities, the Word measures them 
all. God bless you, evangelist. We need 
and appreciate your refreshing min- 
istry, for your inspiring power is the 
fire of the prophetic gift, burning in 
your soul and causing the Spirit to 
burn within us, as He _ unctionizes 
your lips and our hearts. 


3. THE GIFT OF PROPHECY 
IN THE TEACHER 


He may be a professor in a school. 
He may be a Sunday School teacher. 
He may be the pastor, but his minis- 
try is to teach. This is his place in the 
body. For this he was called and for 
this is he inspired. And inspired he 
must be, for though he have great 
knowledge of the Word, but teach it 
without divine inspiration, then his is 
the dullest of all ministries. But open 
the floodgates of inspiration and he 
can say with Paul, “Now we have re- 
ceived, not the spirit of the world, but 
the spirit which is of God; that we 
might KNOW the things that are free- 
ly given to us of God. Which things 
also we speak, not in the words which 
man’s wisdom TEACHETH, but which 
the Holy Ghost TEACHETH; compar- 
ing spiritual things with spiritual,” 1 
Cor. 2:12, 13. 
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The ministry of the teacher is to 
teach. He teaches the Word of God, 
the works of God, and the ways of God, 
The primary appeal of the evangelist is 
to the lost. He is burdened for them. 
The first ministry of the teacher is to 
instruct the Christian. It is the Chris- 
tian and his need that the teacher has 
in mind when he prepares his siudy. 
And because he is moved with the com- 
passion of Christ over the Christian’s 
trials, his sicknesses, his weaknesses, 
and his need of instruction in the 
Christian way, the teacher prepares 
his study upon his knees and delivers 
it with an unction that springs from 
the wells of inspiration. His is a min- 
istry of prophetic teaching, because 
his message is prepared and delivered 
through the same source of divine 
unction as that of the evangelist 
—that of the Holy Spirit. There is 
sometimes, and in fact more often 
than not, this difference; that some of 
the evangelist’s greatest sermons, 
preached under the mightiest unction 
of the Spirit, are messages he has 
never preached before, nor has de de- 
voted ten minutes to its preparation, 
but, seated on the platform during 
congregational singing, or perhaps a 
special song, he is suddenly HIT by an 
inspiration; he grabs a pencil or pen, 
jots down a few notes and preaches a 
great sermon. His pockets are full of 
such sermons, written on the back of 
envelopes and all imaginable kinds of 
scrap paper. After they are cold he 
looks at some of them and wonders 
how he was so inspired over so little. 
But with the teacher it is never thus. 
His studies are carefully worked out 
and outlined. There is inspiration in 
his notes, whether newly written or 
stained with age. His prophetic unc- 
tion comes anew upon him again and 
again as he repeats the valuable stud- 
ies afresh to new audiences from place 
to place. It is usually the ministry of 
the teacher to take over where the 
evangelist leaves off; carrying the new 
convert into the deeper life, until we 
all come in the unity of the faith, and 
of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measure 
of the statue of the fulness of Christ,” 
Eph. 4:13. 


It might be just as truly said that 
the writer, who is able to put some- 
thing into his words which carry from 
his pen, across hundreds of miles 
through the mails, through the hands 
of editor, printers, proofreaders, etc., 
and down the long highways of time, 
weeks, months and years, and still 
bring inspiration and a feeling of 


—— - 


the presence of Christ to the heart of 
the reader when it finally reaches his 
hands, has been inspired of the Spirit 
of God. The writers of the Old and 
New Testaments claimed this divine 
inspiration. The prophets of the Bible 
wrote as well as spoke. 

Isa. 55:2 says, “Let your soul delight 
itself in fatness.” There are too many 
streamlined souls today. A return to 
old-time, unctionized, holiness preach- 
ing and teaching will do much to put 
the delight of fatness on these slen- 
derized souls. To all teachers in the 
Church I would say, It was the Spirit 
of God who put you in your place in 
the body; let Him who is the Head 
pour His lifeblood of inspiration afresh 
through your ministry, to the edifying 
of the body of Christ. And to you who 
know. that you once had this refresh- 
ing ministry, but have somehow lost 
it, I would say, If you are willing to 
trade the earthly things you treasure, 
for the spiritual gifts you desire, you 
will receive them. 

To the young man in prison tonight, 
the bondage of Christ once rejected 
would now be sweet freedom. And if 
there be among us a God-called-and- 
appointed teacher, who has rejected 
the fanaticism of divine unction for 
the wisdom that man teaches, you will 
indeed find sweet freedom in a return 
to the ways of the highly educated 
Paul, “And my speech and my preach- 
ing was not with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstration 
of the Spirit and the power,” 1 Cor. 
2:4. Teacher and preacher, yours is an 
artesian well, but remember that you 
had to dig the well before you struck 
the water, and if your well has gone 
dry, dig deeper, you will strike another 
pool, deeper and richer than the first.

read on down in the same chapter 
you will see how many were gathered 
as one man. Let me quote from 1 
John 5:7, “For there are three that 
bear record in heaven.” Now I 
want to ask a question, Doesn’t that 
seem as reasonable as if two can be 
one, stated in the foregoing scriptures? 
Judges 20:17 tells us that many were 
gathered together as one man (four 
hundred thousand), and if you will 
read St. John 17:11, you will see where 
Jesus prayed to the Father for His 
disciples, that they might be one, “as 
we are.” Then read on down through 
the 22nd verse and you will see that 
He was not only praying for His dis- 
ciples but, “For them also which shall 
believe on me through their words,” 
verse 20, and the 22nd verse Says, 
“And the glory which thou gavest me 
I have given them; that they may be 

one, even as we are one.” 

I am going to say this with all love, 
There is not a person that can read 
the 17th chapter of St. John, be hon- 
est with himself or herself, and be- 
lieve that God and Jesus is the same 
person. Beloved, that is too plain, so 
why don’t you take these scriptures 
with common reasoning as they are? 
Then, if two can be one, and four 
hundred thousand can be one, why 
can’t three be one? There certainly 
could be no reasonable objections. Is 
there anything inconsistent with the 
doctrine of the Trinity? 

While these people, as we have 
stated heretofore, take the Old Testa- 
ment to prove their belief for one 
God, I want to quote one more scrip- 
ture from the Old Testament, which 
plainly sets forth the three—Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost, or Spirit. Isa. 
48:16, “Come ye near unto me, hear 
ye this; I have not spoken in secret 
from the beginning; from the time 
that it was, there am I: and now the 
Lord God, and his Spirit, hath sent 
me.” If you will study this closely, the 
one. speaking at the first is the Son; 
“the Lord God” is the Father, and 
“His Spirit” is none other than the 
Holy Ghost. Notice the Bible puts a 
capital S for Spirit, so you will have 
to admit this is a very plain record of 
three persons. 

We will now take up the personality 
of God the Father, Jesus Christ His 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

The “Jesus Only” people, Oneness, 
One God, or the New Light Issue 
teach that God the Father, Jesus 
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Christ His Son, and the Holy Ghost are 
all one, and the Father and Holy 
Ghost are centered in Jesus Christ; 
in fact, they (or most of them) have 
a sign in the church which reads, 
“The Father is Jesus, the Holy Ghost 
is Jesus.” I want to tell you some of 
their erroneous beliefs, as I know. 
They say, in trying to explain the 
Holy Ghost, that it is the deceased 
body of Jesus, and that the Father 
is no name as stated in Matt. 28:19, 
but only a title. Then they say again, 
about the Holy Ghost in the 20th 
verse, the Father is no name, the Son 
is no name, the Holy Ghost is Jesus. 
They quote the announcement the 
angel made to Mary, “His name shall 
be called Jesus.” Also, they say that 
when Jesus was born, that was the 
first existence of the Son of God. Is 
the Father, Son and Holy Ghost all 
one person? Can this be true according 
to the Bible? We hope to show in this 
chapter the distinct personality and 
identity of each of the persons of the 
Godhead. Personality, in theology, is 
that which constitutes a person. 

Most people, when they think of a 
person, think of them as a human in 
their physical sense. “A person is a 
thinking, intelligent being that has 
reason and reflection, and can consider 
itself as itself, the same thinking thing 
in different times and places.” These 
are Locke’s words, and you can see 
that they clearly show the distinguish- 
ing marks of personality to be self- 
consciousness and freedom. 

We read in Heb. 1:3, “Who being 
the brightness of his glory, and the 
express image of his person.” This was 
speaking about Jesus being the ex- 
press image of His (God’s) person, so, 
according to the Scripture, God is a 
person. Common sense tells us that 
God is a person. If He were not, then 
the Materialists would be right, for 
they believe and teach that God is 
only an eternal substance. But thanks 
be to God, He is the one eternal free 
and self-conscious being. 

In respect to the personality of God, 
Dr. Hodge says, “Without a thou there 
can be no I”; that, according to the 
Scripture, there are in the Godhead 
three distinct persons, “the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost,” so that 
from eternity, the Father can Say, 
“T and the Son thou.” 

There are snake worshipers, some 
who worship a force, and some ideals; 
but, thank God, we worship a per- 
sonal God in spirit and in truth. 

I want to bring some scriptures from 


the Old Testament concerning God. If 
He has a body, face, hands, feet, eyes, 
arms; if He has all this, then we are 


bound to admit He is a person; in fact, . 


we are told in Gen. 2:26, that God@) 


made man in His image and after His 
likeness, so when you look at man, 
you look at an image that was made 
in the image of God. Then Jesus, we 
are told in Heb. 1:3, was made in the 
express image of God. Common sense 
tells us that if God were not a per- 
son, then when we look at man, we 
wonder could a man be made in the 
image of an influence, or even of a 
spirit alone?

To be sure, not all who have 
their names on church books are 
saved, but I believe there are some 
who have known Christ in the free 
pardon of sin who are content to sit 
with folded hands. Woe unto them that 
are at ease in Zion. Sleepy Christians, 
do you know there is a woe pro- 
nounced against you? It is time we 
were reading our Bibles and learning 
that faith without works is dead. Je- 
sus said in John 13:13, “Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; for 
so I am.” But why call Him Master 
and Lord and do not the things He 
has commanded? I can tell you what 
is wrong. There is a lack of love in our 
hearts, and without love we are as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbol. 
1 Cor. 13:1. When we who are called 
by Christ’s name love as we should 
there will be no widows and orphans 
living next door to us who are hungry 
and cold, with barely enough clothes 
to cover their bodies, while others 
thrive and prosper. “Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and Father is 
this, To visit the fatherless and wi- 
dows in their affliction, and to keep 
himself unspotted from the world,” 
James 1:27. Yes, these poor ministers, 
who are striving to break the bread 
of life over the air to those who are 
deprived of the privilege of hearing 
God’s Word in any other way, will not 
have nearly so much difficulty get- 
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ting their programs sponsored. When 
we love as we should the sick will not 
be neglected and prisons will be vis- 
ited too. 

Maybe you say, “Well, that isn’t my 
calling.” Please read Matt. 25, begin- 
ning with verse 31. “When the Son of 
man shall come in his glory, and all 
the holy angels with him, then shall 
he sit upon the throne of his glory: 
And before him shall be gathered all 
nations: and he shall separate them 
one from another, as a shepherd di- 
videth his sheep from the goats: And 
he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left.” To 
the sheep (righteousness) the King 
will say: “For I was an hungred, and 
ye gave me meat: I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: naked, and ye 
clothed me: I was sick, and ye visited 
me: I was in prison, and ye came un- 
to me. Come, ye blessed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world: In- 
asmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” But the goats, 
or slothful servants, shall hear the 
words, “Depart from me, ye cursed, in- 
to everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels. Verily I say unto 
you, Inasmuch as ye did it not to one 
of the least of these, ye did it not to 
me.” 


Now worldly Christians, turn with me 
to John 21:15. Hear Jesus saying unto 
Peter: “Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me more than these?” Now 
Peter had become worldly-minded 
and was out fishing. Jesus asked him 
the third time, “Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me?” Peter said unto Him, 
“Lord, thou knowest all things; thou 
knowest that I love thee.” Then what 
did Jesus say? No, He did not say, 
“Well, quit your fishing.” If He had, 
Peter might have gone home and sat 
down with folded hands. Jesus said, 
“Feed my sheep.” 


To be sure, all cannot preach like 
Peter and Paul, but all who have been 
saved have a command from God. 
Work, watch, and pray, for soon the 
night cometh when no man can 
work. If as yet you have not found 
work that you can do for Jesus, you 
had better get your light trimmed and 
burning. Soon Jesus is coming again. 
If you do not have enough love in 
your heart to be about your Master’s 
business, pray, seek Him; He will fill 

our heart with love and your life 
th power, that you may serve Him 
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in a way that will be acceptable. Then 
you will not have to stay here and 
suffer tribulation, but you can sing 
God’s praises as you ride through the 
air going up to the great marriage 
supper. God help us to love as we 
should, then we will love each other 
better. .

Caesar Augustus, that all the world 
should be taxed.
